[Text] On Wednesday, 8 September, on the Michel Thoulouse telecast called 
"News Wednesdays," the French television channel TFl carried a well-organized 
and focused but incomplete report by Michel Honorin and Gilbert Mercinier en- 
titled "Djibouti, a Republic in Uniform," widely reported in the French press. 
[n this report, Djibouti is dishonestly portrayed through a technically fault- 
less montage presentation as yet another African dictatorship. While in 5 
years of independence, not a single death sentence has been pronounced, and 
there are no political prisoners, these journalists show President Gouled as a 
jails his opponents for their statements or opinions. In this 
report, only drugs, corruption, stupid projects, torture or armed riots in 


Djibouti are to be seen on every hand.

And Honorin decided not only to place the measuring stick erect, but also to 
give it numerous and dishonest ramifications, like so many additional demands 
heaped upon the main measuring stick of judgment. 


rently, with obvious lack of understanding, Michel Honorin distorted the 
unlimited facilities for investigation made available to him by the government 
into a series of confrontations which leave no doubt about the certainty of 
this failure to understand. 


As his alarm systems were not functioning, he converted his report into a 
charge against the government, the state and the people of Djibouti. Mr Ahmed 
Dini, former prime minister of Djibouti, but also a former collaborator with 
the colonial regime, served as Michel Honorin's star witness. 


First of all, in his attack on the government. This is, Ahmed Dini and Micnel 
Honorin testified, an oppressive dictatorship sustained by an omnipresent 
political police force which uses torture, the victims of which are all 
buried, as the main tool for silencing any opposition. "The sinister Villa 
Christophe, where the torturers extract confessions from members of the 

apne tion. is the heart of the regime of terror. 


Jow a word about this sinister Villa Christophe. I, Abdallah, have investi- 
gated in order to make a report. About a year ago, we heard tales of how the 


~ 





police, in the course of their interrogations in the building now called "the 
sinister Villa Christophe," had recourse to physical cruelty. I abandoned the 
idea of a report, for if it appeared true that some policemen seemed truly 
brutal, this was neither authorized nor widespread. 


As to the diatuiical means of achieving maximal torture without leaving any 
evidence on the victims, there was no sign of it, nor even any evidence of 
possible equipment for the purpose. And Mr Honorin's television cameras were 
certainly unable to film any, or any stores of supplies for sophisticated 
types of torture. In reality, the only thing which proved true about the 
"sinister" villa is that the police commander told him that it had been used 
during the preliminary interrogations for the winnowing out of those detained, 
when there were any. Now if this house was a center for the most sinis“er 
kind of torture, as extreme as it was insuperable for its opponents, and 
moreover so sophisticated that it left no scars or other evidence, what kind 
of government would have allowed such a flercely hostile television team to 
film it? 


The victims of torture at the police headquarters termed the "sinister Villa 
Christophe" are as imaginary as the political prisoners. Let us examine the 
only case in which the arrests made had any political connotation. This was 
the arrest of certa*tn tndividuals, including Ahmed Dini, charged with illegal- 
ly forming a political party. They were in fact temporarily detained in cen- 
ters at which they all report they were well treated. None of them, includ- 
ing Ahmed Dini, was tortured at any time at the Villa Christophe, at which, 
moreover, they were told they were free to go. 


And what about the opposition, doomed to clandestine operation by the terrible 
machine of repression? Ahmed Dini is represented by Michel Honorin, and 
represents himself, as the leader of the opposition. Messrs Honorin and Ahmed 
Dini suggest that the latter "surfaced" at dangerous risk to undertake this 
report, but Ahmed Dini is living openly and visibly in his home in the Plateau 
du Serpent residential area. 


And what about the omnipresent political police? There was no sign of them 
during the daily meetings between Miche] Honorin and Ahmed Dini, nor during 
the filming of the imaginary torture scenes. 


Among the bundle of superlatives used to describe Ahmed Dini in the film, two 
are certainly based on fact. It is true that he was the companion of Hassan 
Gouled during the advance toward independence, and it is true that he was the 
prime minister of Djibouti. However, in each instance, the timespan was 
short. 


Ahmed Dini was affiliated with Hassan Gouled in his effort to achieve freedom 
in 1975. Did he contribute his collaboration during this period free of 
charge? Do his real estate holdings come from an inheritance or from a for- 
tune honestly earned? 








His service as prime minister lasted a few months at the time independence was 
won. The film gives the impression that Ahmed Dini was cast out into the 
political desert by the perfidious Hassan Gouled, who wanted to control all of 
the political power absolutely. 


The truth is that Ahmed Dini resigned of his own free will, insisting on doing 
so despite various efforts by President Gouled to reason with him. And this 
was at a difficult time for the country, when various efforts to destroy sta- 
bility placed the sovereign authority in danger. In fact, Ahmed Dini, with 
his power intact, believed at that time that the tribal warfare (for which he 
had such hopes) which would result from his resignation would put him back in 
power. And he is insidiously attacking the state itself through the present 
political leader. 


He is doing this by accusing the French cooperative workers of being hypo- 
critical servants of the state, and thus pretending not to see the imaginary 
arrests and torture. He is doing so by sowing doubt about the need and the 
role of the French armed forces assigned to Djibouti, and suggesting that 
Djibouti is showing no consideration toward its neighbors. Djibouti needs the 
cooperative workers because the French colonial administration and the politi- 
cal leaders in Djibouti who collaborated with it (and of whom Ahmed Dini was 
one of the leaders) made no effort to train Djibouti cadres. 


The predominance of French cooperative workers in the educational sector, 
which the film makes so clear, is a result of that fact. We are extremely 
grateful to the cooperative workers and to the French government which makes 
them so readily available to us, but we are working very rapidly to train 
Djiboutians capable of replacing them. We welcome the presence of the French 
forces, because it is a factor contributing to our stability. But this is 
not, as the film suggests is paramount, in order to irritate our neighbors. 
And in fact, none of our neighbors is irritated by the presence of the French 
forces, and in actuality, Djibouti maintains excellent friendly relations 
with each of them. 


Finally, it is a gratuitous insult to the people of Djibouti to describe them 
as a population of drug addicts and prostitutes. If kat is indeed a current 
social problem, it is not a drug in the sense suggested by the film. Its nar- 
cotic effects are so limited as to make it unfair to classify it as a drug, 
and in addition, it is not specifically a Djibouti problem. It is legally and 
openly consumed in Somalia, Ethiopia, Kenya and both Yemen republics. More- 
over, Hassan Gouled, unlike Ahmed Dini, is not a consumer. In fact, he is so 
opposed to kat that one of the first steps he took immediately after indepen- 
dence was to prohibit it, despite the very strong opposition of Ahmed Dini, 
who was then prime minister. This prohibition was lifted after several 
months, because it proved truly impossible to enforce. And although it is 
true that prostitution is another problem, it is equally true that it has been 
controlled since independence was won, and that it comes to nothing now as 
compared to the period when Ahmed Dini was in the government. 








In short, what concerns me, Abdallah, the most, is the future behavior of the 
government of Djibouti with regard to foreign journalists. Will the accommo- 
dation which has characterized its behavior toward newsmen to date be altered, 
following this journalistic attack it has just suffered? 


Veritable Journalistic Violence (Letter signed by Henri Regert, Douce Ombre, 
225 rue du Major Flandre, Apt 121, 34000 Montpellier) 


I watched the Michel Thoulouse telecast "News Wednesdays" on Wednesday, 

8 September 1982. This was the report by Michel Honorin and Gilbert Mercinier 
entitled "Djibouti, a Republic in Uniform," and was carried on channel TFl at 
2030 hours. 


Having lived and worked in Djibouti from 1978 to 1982 as a cooperative teach- 
er, I was shocked by the partisan, wholly tendentious and absolutely incom- 
plete nature of this report, which represented Djibouti as a hateful republic 
from the climatic, social and political points of view. 


The most serious thing was that this telecast, deploring the lack of democracy 
in a young and fragile country (how many centuries did it take France to "win" 
democracy?) deliberately represented itself as a complete and objective report 
on Djibouti. There was no question there of political intolerance, military 
arrests, torture. t would have been the most basic right of the authors of 
the report to voice their bias if they had had the professional and ethical 
honesty to present their work as a report reflecting only how the country 
seemed to them. And, in any case, to note that absolute objectivity does not 
exist in reporting. But, confident of their professionalism, they did not do 
so. This is most serious. For of what value is information in a democratic 
country such as ours if it is one-sided-~a discussion should at least have 
been included at the end of the telecast, involving various individuals talk- 
ing with the authors! The problems the country is experiencing would certain- 
ly have been mentioned, but so would the merit and the courage which have led 
it to undertaken their resolution since independence was won in 1977. 


In this connection, the wise policy of national reconciliation tirelessly pur- 
sued by President Hassan Gouled Aptidon for the past 5 years is an example. 
The peace zone, fragile but enduring, provided by Djibouti in the troubled 
African Horn, is another example of the political perspicacity of its lead- 
ers. And if it is true that freedom of expression does not really exist in 
Djibouti and that some opponents have been imprisoned and possibly tortured, 
from the point of view of the rights of man Djibouti is a country which is 
truly the antithesis of the repression which plagues Iran, for example. It 
was absolutely dishonest to represent Djibouti as a country where an atmos- 
phere of constant and total repression prevaiis, and to present the whole 
report only from that angle. 


I personally see this program as veritable journalistic violence against a 


country which did not deserve it, and although I found some aspects of it just 
and pertinent (for example the part on kat, the strategic importance of the 
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region, the French soldiers playing the Tartar in Bozzati, and local prostitu- 
t} ym), the unilateral cast given the whole shocked and upset me, for it did 
not reflect the full truth. And your writer is a televiewer and a former 


cooperative worker with leftist inclinations! 


I would be happy if you were to launch a petition protesting the caricature 
and incomplete picture of a country presented to the French people on a so- 
called news program carried during prime time. Believe me, I would be one of 


the signatories! 


I authorize you to use my letter for this purpose, provided it is printed in 
full.

Honorin, Dini and Democracy 


Messrs Honorin and Ahmed Dini speak frequently and at length about democracy. 
For democracy, sadly, is lacking in Djibouti, just as the rights of man and 
freedom are lacking there. And to provide evidence of this regrettable lack 
of democracy, Messrs Honorin and Dini have produced proof in the form of film 
showing that there are prisons in Djibouti, with numerous inmates, that there 
is a house they have decided to call the "sinister Villa Christophe," and that 
there are many refugees, the new arrivals presumably being those crowds of 
travelers issuing from the train arriving from Ethiopia every day. However, 
just as Honorin and Dini were unable to find a single political prisoner among 
the inmates of the prison in Djibouti, they could only find one prisoner (and 
in a police headquarters), and he was not political or tortured, at the "sin- 
ister Villa Christophe." And the crowd emerging from the train from Ethiopia 
cannot be what Honorin and Dini insist on calling refugees, because obviously, 
the trains must pass the border control on both the Ethiopian and Djibouti 
sides. Thus they have fabricated their proof themselves. And they have hired 
some comedians in order to create the report on the torture they, Messrs 


Honorin and Dini, were unable to find. 


The crushing dictatorship, the atrocious aggression, the omnipresent political 
police, and the widespread savage torture in Djibouti invented by Messrs 


Honorin and Dini, have singular characteristics. 


Let us take the case of the refugees flooding into Djibouti, to which, using 
strange logic, they point as proof of the existence of a cruel dictatorship in 
Djibouti. It is true that Djibouti provides shelter for a substantial number 
of refugees, but then, if we are to follow the reasoning of Messrs Honorin and 
Dini, it would be the sole oppressive dictatorship in the world attracting 
such crowds of “lovers of oppression." This would also be the only oppressive 
dictatorship in the world where all of the citizens are so fond of oppression 
that none of them makes any effort to escape and find refuge elsewhere. And 
the omnipresent and omnipotent political police invented for Djibouti by these 
gentlemen make strange use of their great authority and power. For example, 
they did not appear during the daily work sessions at Mr Dini's to edit the 








rt, or during the direction and production of the film montages produced 
as evidence of the existence of an underground opposition and torture in- 
flicted on those unlucky enough to be caught. And it is particularly curious 
that these poltce were not in a position to force the key leaders of the 


ppositton, in parttcular Dini himself, to go underground. On the contrary, 
the police allow him to move about freely and openly to film a documentary 
with numerous wel!-—-known actors, and to produce it in his own home, with all 


i 
of Honorin's team and the actors going back and forth. 


The reason for the oppression, the torture, the obsessive underground opposi- 
tion, the sinister Villa Christophe," the flood of refugees who love oppres- 
Sion in Djibouti, and all of the soctal evils in Djibouti, according to 
Honorin and Dint, is the lack of democracy. 


But what do they mean by democracy? As we have seen, the use they make of 


words is hardly orthodox. And there is the additional difficulty with "demo- 
‘racy’ that it ts a word used in the world to describe totally contradictory 
politteal systems. It would seem that the definition of democracy, for 
Honortn and Dini, involves a multiplicity of political parties. 


Multiple political parties were certainly not at the origin of the Greek use 


f the word. For the Greeks of antiquity, the word embodied the concept of 
public meetings, open to all, tn the course of which the political decisions 


for the etty, the republic, would be made. Well, then, Djibouti is closer to 
the Greek republics than the majority of countries. And its political system 
is m ¢ | joint meetings in the course of which common questions 
and political issues are debated are after all open to all. Because it is not 
jtbouti, to organize gatherings of all the citizens, the 
primary commission of the commune (dependency) appoints (and does not elect,

According to the Maputo statistics office, the move is intended 

to give more weight to traditional and common-law marriages, which are by far 

the most common form of wedlock in Mozambique, and to permit women of Common- 

law marriages to stop husbands who intend to abandon them for legally sanctioned 
irriage.

! law marriages as legally binding, and have been awarding alimony to aban- 

doned famiiies. These moves are seen as a step-by-step introduction of a new 

family code which has been on the drawing board for several years. Many of 

its ciauses will cut away long-established male privileges common in Africa.

But, unlike, other 


respected and cheri- 
shed constitutional 
provisions such as 
the protection to per- 
sonal liberty, protec- 
tion from inhuman 
treatment and  pro- 
tection of deprivation 
of property, the Lea- 
dership Code is as 
useless in Zambia as a 
socialist is in the 
United States. 

Just what thas ha- 
ppened to the Code 
which became part of 
the country’s consti- 
tution in 1973? 

According to Article 
32 of the constitution, 
there is supposed to be 
a leadership commi- 
ttee consisting of five 
members. Who is the 
current chairman of 
the committee and who 
are its members? 
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lf the chairman 
and his committee 
members exist, what 
are they doing to 
prevent powerful 
leaders from amassing 
wealth at: the expense 
of the masses? 

These are of course 
sensitive questions but 
they must be asked if 
only to remind Zam- 
blans that an impor- 
tant piece of legislation 
is glaringly being over- 
looked or being deii- 
berately ignored. 

It is clear that 
Dr Kaunda stilt belie- 
ves in the importance 
of the Code and’ this 
ls the main reason

THE Government will know 
next month whether the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund 
(IMF) will release the remain- 
der of the K800 million loan 
to Zambia or not, Finance 
Minister Mir Kebby Musoko- 
twane said in Lusaka yester- 
day. 

The minister was neither 
optmistic nor pessimistic 
about the loan package. 

“We shall know by No- 
vember whether or not we 
will be given the facility,’’ he 
said in an interview. 

Mr Musokotwane stressed 
that with or without the IMF 
facility, the Government was 
looking at possibilities to 
cushion off the impact of the 
economic recession. 

He made it clear that the 
measures the Government 
was working out to try and 
pull the country out of the 
economic doldrums were not 
linked to the IMF loan 
facility. 

‘We are prescribing cer- 
tain cures to the economic 
problems because it won't be 
the end of the world for 
Zambia if the IMF loan falls 
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through.”’ 

He conceded that if ap- 
proved the IMF facility 
would boost Government ef- 
forts in trying to resuscitate 
the country’s economy but 
cautioned the nation not to 
‘‘put all the confidence”’ in it 
because it would not provide 
a lasting solution. 


Mr Musokotwane reiterat- 
ed that the IMF's conditions 
were tough and this was why 
the negotiations had been 
delayed. 


Last month, the minister 
said the Government was 
working out measures to 
counter any economic diffi- 
culties that might arise if the 
K800 million loan package 
fell through. 


And before he left for 
London for the Common- 
wealth finance ministers 
meeting in August and later 
for Toronto in Canada to 
attend the annual meetings of 
the IMF and the World 
Bank, Mr Musokotwane de- 
clared that Zambia would not 
give in to conditions the IMF 
had set for the remainder of 
the loan.

He has disclosed that the 
Metal Marketing Corpora- 
tion (Memaco) last year 
achieved a pretax profit of 
only K3.2 millon — about 
350 per cent lower than the 
previo.s year — when the 
compan 
earnings of KO million. 

Mr Mapoma who is chairman 
ot Memaco says in the 
annual report for the year 
ended March 31, 1982 that 
copper production and sales 
were lower than last year 
and the price remained de- 
pressed throughout the 
period. 

[he situation was turther com- 
pounded by the povor cokalt 
market which in turn torced 
the producer price down. 

Finished copper production 
by the Zainbian mining 
industry during the year 


under review totaled 
5/4, 96 tonnes as against 
586,347 tonnes = achieved 


during the fiscal year. 

While industrial unrestin 1981 
had contributed to. the 
shorttall, the major causes 
were technical and operatio- 
nal problems 
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recorded surplus _ 


Copper sales totalled 584,589 
tonnes. Ihe average London 
Metal Exchange (LME) 
price tor the year was 
K 1,285.70 a tonne. 

Although the report says this 
was higher than last years 
average of K1,580.55, in 
real terms, the copper prices 
were at their lowest tor 
almost 30 years. 

Memaco'’s main source ot 
income continued to be com- 
missions received for mar- 
keting the products of the 
former Nchanga Consolida- 
ted Copper Mines (NCCM), 
and Roan Consolidated 
Mines (RCM) which merged 


to torm Zambia Consolida- 
ted Copper Mines (ZCCM).

sion. In addition the hieh 
interest rates, especially in 
the United States, *'continu- 
ed to be stiff like capital 
investment in ingusStriai 
plants while encouraging 
Signiticant destocking of raw 
materials including  non- 
ferrous metals.” 


Mr Mapoma in the report says 
it is evident that the for- 
tunes ot the mining industry 
“which are inextricably 
linked to those of the nation 
were adversely aftected.”” 

The lead and zinc prices con- 
tinued to be depressed 
during the same _ period 
while other problems like 
lack of transport and addi- 
tional exit ports had worsen 
ed the situation.

And ina nove to coun- 
ter the deteriorating 
financial position, the 
company is now seriou- 
sly considering the ado- 
ption of more stringent 
cost-saving measures, 
including the possibility 
of temporarily closing 
down some operations. 

This gigantic loss, which 
contrasts sharply with a pro- 
fit of K56.5 million recorded in 
the 1980-81 financial year, is 
attributed to a slump in the 
metal prices 

As a result of the loss, no 
divident was declared for the 
1981-82 financial year. In the 
previous year, K9.5 million 
in divideds was declared. 

According to the ZCCM 
annual-report for the 1981-82 
financial year, copper sales 
during this period were at 
569,995 compared to 598,154 
iomnes sold during the pre- 
ceding vear. The average se- 
Hing price of K1,522 per tonne 
was also lower than the 
K 1.620 in the 1980-81 period. 

lotal lead and zinc sales of 
44,800 tonnes were higher 
than the previous vear when 
44,221 tonnes were sold. Co- 
balt sales stood at 2,341 com- 
pared with 1,294 tonnes sold in 
1980-81. 

Production of all ZCCM’s 
major metals, except cobalt, 


increased over 
previous year. 

Finished copper production’ 
was 591,853 tonnes compared 
with 587,918 tonnes in the pre- 
vious financial year while 
lead and zinc totalled 47,513 
lunnes as against 43,916 
tonnes. 

Cobalt production, however, 
was lower at 2,686 tonnes 
compared with the 2,988 pro- 
duced in 1980-81. This was 
partly due to a company deci- 
sion to reduce cobalt produc- 
tion in view of the weak 
cubalt market. 

Western world demand for 
cubalt in 1981 declined for the 
third consecutive year, with 
major reductions in consump- 
tion recorded in the super 
alloy, magnetic alloy and tool 
steel industries. 

The report says that pri- 
ncipally because of opera- 
ional constraints experienced 
by both the rail and road 
transport systems, metal 
movements to ports were 
largely unsatisfactory, parti- 
cularly during the latter half 
of thé year under review.

Mr Kapenda called on those 
in authority to check the situa- 
tion before the well intended 
measures to save the mines 
are sabotaged by a few greedy 
individuals in the industry.

ing company to save it from 
collapse. 

It was pointless for ZCCM 
to introduce the measures 
when it was recruiting expen- 
sive expatriates and givine 
them huge incentives and sala- 
ries.

He also cautioned them to be careful when trying to implement new ideas because 
the "old guards" were always afraid of change and might be stumbling blocks 
to the new ideas. 


So if you want to introduce any new ideas, you must first sell the idea to 
your superiors. Do not rock the boat. The fear of new ideas is prevalent 


in most parastatal organisations,'' Mr Sibande told the graduates. 


He told the graduates that the course was a short one and would not have there- 
tore prepared them fully for their responsibilities. 


"What we have done, however, is wet your appetites. It will therefore be up 
to you to use your initiative and acquire more knowledge," he said. 
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SUGAR COMPANY MAKES PROFIT DURING FISCAL YEAR 1982

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THE Zambia Sugar Company made a profit of 
K4.441 milllon during the financlal year ended 
March 31, 1982. 


This is contained in 
the company’s annual 
report released in 


Lusaka yesterday. 

In his statement, the 
company's chairman, 
who is also Indeco manag- 
ing director, Mr Dixie Zulu, 
said that K2.941 million of 
this is attributable to taking 
some unrealised foreign 
exchange profits through 
the profit and loss account. 

The remaining profit 
of K1.S500 million is after 
deducting the new equity 
levy of K0.36S million and 
after various provisions 
amounting to K0.SS0 milli- 
on, which the directors 
deemed it prudentto make 
so that in comparative 
terms the profit was ‘nore 
than doubled from 1980. 

“To a large extent, 
this ts due to the new pric- 
ing structure, which came 
into effecton June 1, 1981, 
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offset by the effects of 
lower volume in a business 
which has costs which are 
mainly fixed,"’ he said. 


The return on the funds 
employed of K72 million 
remains inadequate, and 
the company continues to 
strive towards an economic 
pricing structure, which 
both properly rewards the 
funds invested, and enab- 
les sufficient funds to be 
generated to service the 
existing debt and_ to 
provide funds for future 
expansion. 

Mr Zulu also said that 
unfortunately these de- 
mands are. such that 
“we still cannot contem- 
plate payment of a dividend 
to shareholders.”’ 

On thecompany’s perfor- 
mance, the chairman said 
with a reduced tonnage of 
cane at 893,188 tonnes 
combined with yields which 
were not so favourable, 
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the factory produced 102, 
318 tonnes of raw sugar, 
some 8,000 tonnes less than 
1980. 

However, production 
of refined sugar at the two 
refineries in Ndola and 
Nakambala was maintained 
at just over 95,000 tonnes 
and sales were only 2,000 
tonnes lower at 103,354 
tonnes, thanks to stocks 
carried over from the pre- 
vious excellent year. 

‘*Both manufacturing 
units performed well, 
within the constraints 
imposed on them by the 
external factors and 
both improved technically 
on their previous year's 
results, with continuing 
steps forward in produc- 
tivity,”” Mr Zulu said.

In the mobilisation — pro- 
gramme of vehicles, the 
Central province would 
require at least 150 trucks to 
bring the maize to cover while 
58 vehicles had already been 
dispatched for the Northern 
province. 

The Southern province will 
need 3u trucks. 

Mr Chabwera said to speed 
up the haulage in the Central 
province, sume vehicles were 
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being withdrawn from other 
provinces like the Eastern 
where most of the produce 
had been moved to the line of 
rail. , 

He expressed concern that 
sume farmers in Eastern pro- 
vince had not yet delivered 
their produce and appealed to 
governors to urge people to do 
S& as soon as possible. 

The __ general manager 
however expressed  satisfa- 
ction at the haulage of the 
produce in the rest of the 
country. 

Mr Chabwera noted that his 
utganisation and other marke- 
ting institutions were faced 
with a big challenge now 
and in the future in view of 
the growing enthusiasm to 
grow more food by farmers. 

He pointed out that the 
Eastern province, which has 
harvested close to 1.2 million 
bags of maize, had great 
agricultural potential which 
was far from being fully utili- 
sed. 

Meanwhile the 38,000 
tonnes of fertilisers which 
had been held up at South 
African ports because of 
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foreign exchange problems 
have started coming in. 

Mr Chabwera, who was in 
South Africa a few weeks ago 
to negotiate the consignment. 
said yesterday that the ferti- 
lisers were being transported 
at 22 railway wagons a day. 

The general manager said 
however that the foreign 
exchange situation was stil 
very tight although Namboard 
was receiving al] the needed 
co-uperation from the central 
bank. 

He was happy that the 
fertiliser was constantly being 
moved and was working hard 
tv ensure that there was a 
complete stop. 

Mr Chabwera said he had 
held talks with railways autho- 
nities and clearing agents so 
that the fertilisers, now at 
about 32,000 tonnes at East 
London, are muved. 

The consignment was part 
of a K60 million worth of the 
input ordered by Nambord for 
the 1982/83 season.
